Mrs.  Ruth  Vernon  Pierce  of  Kentwood  received  special  recognition  at  the 
banquet  highlighting  the  commemoration  of  the  75th  anniversary  of  Nor- 
thwestern's  yearbook,  The  Potpourri. 

Northwestern  president  Dr.  Joseph  Orze  presented  Mrs.  Piece  a  plaque 
recording  that  she  edited  the  earliest  of  the  yearbooks  represented  by  editors-in- 
chief  at  the  banquet,  which  was  part  of  NSU's  annual  Homecoming  celebration. 

Mrs.  Pierce  was  editor-in-chief  of  the  1922-23  edition  of  The  Potpourri  at 
NSU,  which  was  then  Louisiana  State  Normal  School.  The  first  Potpourri  staff 
began  work  in  the  fall  of  1908  and  published  the  first  volume  in  1909. 

It  was  announced  during  the  banquet  that  a  search  for  all  70  of  the  former 
yearbook  editors  confirmed  that  51  are  living  and  15  deceased.  The  whereabouts 
of  four  former  editors  could  not  be  determined.    They  were  Cora  Carr,  1909; 


Frances  Gill,  1919;  Roy  B.  Clark,  1921  and  1922  and  Eva  Laigh  Fowler,  1928. 

Thirty-one  former  editors-in-chief,  some  from  as  far  away  as  Tennessee  and 
New  Mexico,  participated  in  the  Homecoming  banquet  and  were  reeognized  in  a 
special  souvenir  program  The  editors  autographed  several  copies  ol  ihe  program, 
which  will  be  preserved  in  the  NSU  Archives. 

Included  in  the  souvenir  packages  presented  to  the  31  former  editors  and  eight 
faculty  advisers  of  the  Potpourri  was  a  copy  of  a  book  published  recently  by  the 
NSU  Press  of  the  writings  of  Ada  Jack  Carver,  who  edited  the  1911  yearbook  and 
became  a  professional  writer  in  the  1920's. 

The  yearbook  editors  and  advisers  also  received  copies  of  last  year's  Potpourri 
and  will  be  mailed  copies  of  the  1983  yearbook,  which  will  include  a  "nostalgia" 
section  covering  the  special  75th  anniversary  celebratn  »i  i .

The  Northwestern  State  University  Foundation  has  received  a  $10,000  con- 
tribution from  the  Peoples  Bank  &  Trust  Company  of  Natchitoches  to  establish  a 
shcolarship  fund  that  will  benefit  academically-talented  high  school  students 
from  Natchitoches  Parish. 

Bill  Cross,  director  of  development  and  alumni  affairs  at  Northwestern,  said 
the  interest  the  NSU  Foundation  will  earn  from  investing  the  bank's  contribution 
will  be  used  to  provide  a  $1,000  scholarship  for  a  Natchitoches  Parish  student  to 
enroll  at  the  university  as  a  freshman.

Memorial  Library. 

The  special  exhibit,  titled  "Writers  Along  the 
Cane,"  contains  numerous  books.  Letters, 
manuscripts  and  photographs  relating  to  tkk  authors. 

Mrs.  Mildred  Lee  of  the  Watson  Library  staff 
arranged  the  display,  which  may  be  viewed  by  the 
public  through  the  spring  semester. 

"The  purpose  of  this  exhibit,"  Mrs.  Lee  said,  "is 
to  alert  the  public  to  the  research  center's  vast 
holdings  of  manuscripts  and  other  archival  material 
pertaining  to  the  different  writers." 

James  Aswell,  whose  books  about  Natchitoches 

were  "thinly  disguised,"  Mrs.  Lee  said,  is  one  of  the 

local  writers  featured  in  the  exhibit.   Also  included  is 

Evans  Wall,  whose  first  book,  "No  Nation  Girl," 

was  a  best-seller  in  the  1930's. 
Lyle  Saxon,  who  wrote  "Children  of  Strangers," 

is  also  featured  in  the  exhibit.    He  was  a  Melrose 


Plantation  regular  and  "was  a  friend  of  the  other 
writers  who  gathered  there,  "according  to  Mrs.  Lee. 
Another  featured  writer  is  medical  missionary  Janet 
Miller,  a  Melrose  guest  for  whom  Mrs.  Henry  sought 
a  Nobel  Peace  Prize  nomination. 

Everett  Webber,  former  NSU  professor  and  a 
prolific  writer  who  lives  in  Natchitoches,  is 
represented  by  his  scrapbook,  clippings,  manuscript 
and  the  layout  design  for  his  book,  "Rampart 
Street." 

Ross  Phares,  who  wrote  "Reverend  Devil"  and 
"Cavalier  in  the  Wilderness,"  is  showcased  as  is 
Mary  E.  Bryan,  a  writer  of  the  last  century  whose 
book,  "Wild  Work,"  is  a  fictionalized  account  of  a 
Coushattariot. 

In  one  of  the  showcases  is  a  tribute  to  Rachel  Field, 
whose  books  included  "Hitty"  and  "Prayer  for  a 
Child."  Mrs.  Lee  said,  "Rachel  had  lengthy 
correspondence  with  Mrs.  Henry  at  Melrose,  and  on 
display  are  her  family  photographs,  letters  and  the 
book  she  wrote  for  her  baby  daughter.  'Prayer  for  a 


Child'  was  completed  just  before  Rachel's  untimely 
death." 

Edwina  Levin  McDonald,  whose  "Blind  Win- 
dows'" is  a  book  of  fiction  about  Campti,  is  in  the 
exhibit  along  with  Arthur  Babb,  an  architect  who  ran 
the  bindery  at  Melrose  Plantation  and  wrote  "A 
Boy's  First  Horse,"  which  is  the  story  of  how  Babb 
"saved  the  world  from  destruction." 

Julia  Peterkin  and  Doris  Ulmann  share  one  of  the 
showcases  because  of  their  book,  "Roll,  Jordan, 
Roll."  Peterkin  also  wrote  "Scarlet  Sister  Mary," 
which  Mrs.  Lee  said  was  an  extremely  popular  book 
when  it  was  published. 

James  Register  is  represented  by  "The  Joyous 
Coast,  A  Fable,"  about  the  Cane  River  people.  It  is 
illustrated  by  Clementine  Hunter.  Also  featured  in

I  he  \  ady  Demons,  who  posted  an  18-7  mark  last  season  while  placing  second 
in  the  state  AIAW  tournament,  will  be  competing  for  the  first  lime  in  the  NCAA 
as  a  Division  I  program. 

I  he  I  ady  Demons  will  open  the  season  at  home  November  27  against  McNeese 
State  and  then  travel  to  play  Northeast  Louisiana  before  taking  part  in  the  eight- 
team  tournament  at  I  ouisiana  Tech's  new  Thomas  Assembly  Center. 

The  tournament  will  include  the  two-time  national  champion  Techsters,  plus 
i  heyney  State,  the  team  Louisiana  Tech  defeated  in  the  national  finals  a  year 
ago.  Other  teams  in  the  impressive  field  include  Southeastern  Conference  powers 
Alabama  and  Auburn,  midwest  powers  Illinois  State  and  Northwestern 
University,  along  with  Tulane  and  the  Lady  Demons 

The  Lady  Demons  will  play  home-and-home  games  with  McNeese,  Northeast, 
Alcorn  Slate,  Nieholls  Slate,  Arkansas,  Stephen  F.  Austin,  Centenary  and 
Southeatern  I  ouisiana  I  he  I  ,ul\  Demons  will  meet  Louisiana  State  and  Mercer 
on  the  road  while  Texas  A  &  I  and  Lamar  will  visit  Prather  Coliseum. 

In  late  January  Pierson  will  take  her  squad  to  Reno,  Nevada  where  the  Lady 
Demons  will  play  two  games  against  the  University  of  Nevada-Reno,  coached  by 
former  Stephen  F.  Austin  standout  Julie  Hickev 

"We  really  believe  this  is  the  toughest  schedule  we  will  have  ever  played,"  said 
Pierson  ol  the  1982-83  slate.

Demon  Cross-Country  Team  Opens  Eight-Meet  Slate 


The  Northwestern  State  cross  country  team  has 
opened  its  season  under  the  direction  of  new  Coach 
l  eon  Johnson. 

The  Demons  have  eight  meets  on  the  1982 
including    the    Trans    America   Conference    cham- 
pionships, which  will  be  hosted  by  Northwestern. 

The  Demons  will  host  Southeastern  LA  in  a  dual 
meet  and  run  at  the  LSU  Invitational  and  the 
Northeast  LA  Invitational  before  hostng  the  TAAC 
conference  meet  here  on  November  1 . 

The  Demons  have  finished  second  in  the  con- 
ference championships  in  each  of  the  past  two  years 
and  the  champion  in  each  of  those  years.  Northeast 
Louisiana,  is  no  longer  a  member  of  the  league. 

Also  for  the  first  time  the  Demons  will  run  their 
home  meets  at  the  NSU  recreation  complex  and  will 
run  a  distance  of  10,000  kilometers  in  all  e\ 
except  one. 

"The  recreation  course  gives  us  a  nice  place  to  run 
and  will  be  good  for  meets."  noted  Johnson.  "It  is 
pretty  much  wide  open  where  spectators  can  view 
almost  the  entire  race 


As  far  as  the  schedule  for  this  Fall,  Johnson  admits 
it  is  an  ambitious  one.  "We  do  have  a  strong 
schedule,"  admitted  Johnson.  "Three  or  four  of  the 
meets  will  have  outstanding  competition.  But  we  are 
in  those  meets  for  the  experience  and  the  com- 
petition. We  are  aiming  at  the  conference  title  and 
will  work  to  reach  our  peak  for  the  conference 
meet." 

There  are  two  returning  runners  on  the  team  from 


last  Fall  and  the  eight-man  squad  is  composed  of 
four  freshmen,  three  sophomores  and  one  junior. 
The  returning  runners  are  sophomore  Andy  Nelson 
and  junior  Brian  Barrios. 

"We  lack  experience,"  noted  Johnson.  "But  the 
runners  are  dedicated  and  are  working  hard.  It's 
hard  to  tell  right  now,  but  I  know  if  they  work  this 
hard  during  the  season  we  will  show  improvement 
and  the  competition  will  only  help."

Demons  3-2  in  Mid- Year 
Tough  Opponents  Ahead 

Off  to  a  3-2  start  and  an  early  season  a  national  ranking,  the  Northwestern 
State  football  team  heads  into  competition  late  in  the  sason  against  some  of  the 
best  teams  in  the  state. 

The  Demons  split  their  first  two  games  of  the  season  and  then  started  rolling 
with  wins  over  Stephen  F.  Austin  and  Abilene  Christian.  The  1982  game  marked 
the  seventh  straight  year  in  which  the  Demons  have  defeated  their  rivals  from 
Nacogdoches. 

After  five  games  it  has  been  a  youth  movement  doing  the  work  for  the 
Demons,  as  a  number  of  juniors  and  sophomores  have  been  leading  the  way. 
Sophomore  tailback  LeRoy  Ellis  is  off  to  a  good  start  as  he  is  the  team  rushing 
leader,  is  ranked  high  in  pass  receiving  and  after  five  games  was  one  of  the  top 
ten  scorers  in  the  nation. 

The  Demons  haven't  been  hit  by  the  large  number  of  injuries  this  year,  but  the 
injuries  have  all  come  at  the  quarterback  position.  Senior  Bobby  Hebert  suffered 
a  broken  rib  in  the  win  over  Stephen  F.  Austin  and  the  following  week  junior 
Stan  Powell  broke  two  bones  in  his  left  wrist  and  junior  Mark  Leonard  suffered  a 
sprained  knee. 

Following  the  24-20  loss  at  East  Texas  State  to  open  the  month  of  October,  the 
Demons  will  play  five  of  their  final  six  games  against  teams  from  Louisiana.  The 
first  in-state  opponent  is  McNeese  State  as  the  Demons  travel  to  Lake  Charles  on 
October  9. 

The  next  home  contest  for  Northwestern  will  be  Oct.  15  against  Alcorn  State 
and  the  following  week  is  the  annual  State  Fair  Classic  against  Louisiana  Tech  in 
Shreveport.  After  a  week  off  the  Demons  will  close  the  season  with  home  games 
against  Nicholls  State  and  Southeastern  Louisiana  before  ending  the  season  on 
November  20  against  Northeast  Louisiana  in  Monroe. 

The  Demons  were  ranked  in  the  top  20  in  the  nation  following  the  win  over 
Stephen  F.  Austin  and  remained  ranked  the  following  week.  According  to  head 
Coach  A.L.  Williams,  1982  squad  is  progressing  well.
